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Armed Fugitives Caught 
After Nine-Hour Chase

Darry Rabideau, 23, anda 
16-year-old male, both from 
the Pontiac area, were 
arrested late Monday night 
after a nine-hour manhunt 
east of Grayling. 

The juvenile was armed 
with a .22 caliber revolver 
when arrested and Tuesday 
afternoon police were still 
searching for another 
weapon reportedly used by 
Rabideau. 


Rabideau was arraigned 
in 83rd District Court Tues- 
day on charges of assault 
with intent to commit mur- 
der, armed robbery while 
possessing a firearm, and 
breaking and entering an oc- 
cupied building while 
possessing a firearm. 

The 16-year-old was 
petitioned to juvenile court 
but the county’s prosecuting 
attorney and sheriff dept. 
will seek to have his juvenile 
status waived to try him in 
court as an adult. 

The chase began about 1 
p.m. Monday after Raymond 


Huck, 49, of Detroit, arrived 
at his A-frame surmmer 
residence near the intersec- 
tion of North Down River 
Rd. and Whirlpool Rd. and 
found one of the suspects in- 
side. The suspect ran up- 
stairs and jumped off the 
balcony while Huck went in- 
side to call the sheriff dept.

Crawford Receives *56,000 
Rental Rehabilitation Grant

Crawford County — will 
receive a $56,000 grant for 
rental rehabilitation, Sena- 
tor Connie Binsfeld announ- 
ced last week. 

With the grant money, the 
Crawford County Housing 
Rehabilitation and Com- 
munity Development Office 
will loan up to $5000 a unit to 
improve substandard rental 
units in the county. 

The ioans are paid back 
$30 a month with no interest 
charged. The loans can only 
be used to pay up to 60 per- 
cent of a project with the 
landlord providing matching 
funds. 

The grant money will 
become available July 1 and 
persons interested in the 
programs should visit the 
county housing rehabilita- 
tion office in the county 
courthouse. 

The grant comes from the 
Michigan Dept. of Commer- 
ce 1984 Small Cities housing 


program. 

The unit to be rehabili- 
tated must be owned by a 
private, for-profit owner and 
each unit must require a 
minimum expenditure of 
$1000 to correct substandard 
conditions. 


The rehabilitation funds 
can’t be used for new con- 
struction or completicn of 
the initial construction of a 
structure. The structure to 
be renovated or converted to 
rental units must be at least 
five years old. 
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2,000 Civilian Jobs 
Attached to Infantry

Basing a new light infantry division at 
Camp Grayling could add 2,000 civilian jobs 
to the area — more than half the number of 
jobs currently held in Crawford County. 
Colonel Ivan Gwilt, Camp Grayling Com- 
mander, said if Grayling is chosen as the 


‘site for the 10,000-man new division, the 


camp and airport would require about $1 
million in new construction. 

Gwilt also said the infantry would be 
based year-round here and would bring an 
estimated 30,000 people to Grayling. 
Research indicates about 2.5 persons on an 
average accompany each military person. 

The light infantry division topic came up 
at a luncheon Wednesday with four mem- 
bers of the DNR commission at the Grayling 
Holiday Inn. Dr. Paul Mesack asked the 
commission members what input the com- 
mission members will have on any decision 
to base the new division here because a lot 
of range areas used by the military are 
leased from the DNR. 

The four commissioners said it was the 
first time they had heard anything about a 
light infantry division possibly being 
stationed at Camp Grayling. 

Colonel Gwilt said Camp Grayling now 
encompasses about 164,000 acres and the 
new infantry division would require about 
80,000 acres to train. He said he didn’t think 
the division would have much impact on 


conservation efforts in the area. Environ- 
mental impact statements for the range 
areas have already been filed and the new 
division possibly training here had been 
discussed with DNR officials in Lansing, 
Gwilt added. 

He said the current guard training here 
would be able to continue if the infantry was 
based here. 

Gwilt said he’s talked with school, 
hospital, bank, city, county, and business 
leaders, and in his opinion, the general reac- 
tion may be about 97 percent of the people 
here will probably agree a new infantry 
division based here would be a good thing 
for the area. 

There will be a few people who oppose it, 
he said. It will be quite a shock for some of 
the people who came here to live because 
there are only 1700 people in the city and 
9500 people in the county, he said. And he 
guessed some of the same people he hears 
from now who come up for weekends will 
also probably not like it. 

Gwilt said if the decision is made to base 
the infantry here, Army planners will 
decide where to build the new facilities 
needed for the division. 

It’s possible a decision on where the divi- 
sion will be based will be made by August. 
Grayling is one of seven sites being con- 
sidered and the army would like to begin 
work on a new site by October 1st. 


Few Object to Mason Tract 
Timber-Cutting Plan, But 
DNR Priorities Questioned

A DNR 10-year plan to cut 27 percent of 
the timber on the Mason Tract received lit- 
tle opposition at a public hearing held May 
25 at the MacMullen Conference Center near 
Higgins Lake, but questions were asked 
about DNR priorities in dealing with the 
recreational area along the AuSable South 
Branch. 

The timber management plan calls for 
clearcutting mostly aspen and jack pine in 
blocks predominately 10 acres or less. 

‘Very little, if any, of the cuttings will 
be visible from the river,’ said Jim Mc- 
Millan, DNR forester, who helped develop 
the plan. 

Cutting will also be kept back 200 feet from 
heavily used trails in the Mason Tract. 

The main objectives for the cuttings will 
be to improve habitat for wildlife and main- 
tain existing aspen for wildlife, covert some 
areas to longer-life species such as red or 
white pine, and improve the age-class 
distribution of the forest, McMillan said. 
Currently 65 percent of the trees in the tract 
are 60 years or older. A variety of species at 
different ages is better suited for wildlife. 

DNR district wildlife biologist Tom 
Havard said its important to improve 
habitat for deer in the area because the 
South Branch is a winter deer yard for 
several hundred deer from a 70-100 mile 
radius. 

‘The available browse there is not very 
abundant,”said Havard. ‘‘The deer are 
over-utilizing everything that’s there — from 
sweet fern to white pine and balsam fir — 
anything they can reach they’re over- 
utilizing.” 

“In the recent past we’ve experienced 
fairly heavy winter deer losses in that 
area,” he said. “That’s not uncharacteristic 
of the rest of the deer yards around, but it’s 


probably a little worse in there (the Mason 


Tract) because no Management has been 
done in such a long time.” 

Havard said grouse, woodcock, rabbits, 
and other wildlife would benefit from the 
cutting. 

DNR fish biologist Gary Schnicki in- 
dicated he was in total support of the ap- 
proach taken by the forestry and wildlife 
divisions and said the management plan 
certainly did not treat the Mason Tract like 
just another piece of state land. 

Schnicki also said the idea some people 
have of just leaving the Mason Tract alone 
is not a realistic one.

“We're dealing with mostly very old 
trees in there,” he said . ‘‘Whether we do 
anything or not in the Mason Tract, the way 
that thing looks in the next 20 years is going 
to change one heck of a lot, If we just let it 
all die and fall down, especially that jack 
pine and popple, it’s going to look terrible, I 
look at the alternatives they’re posing as the 
only really smart way to go.” 

Bernie Fowler, of Grayling, said there 
is a jot of misunderstanding about what 
coe Mason intended when he left the 

nd, 

John MacGregor, DNR region II diree- 
tor, said George Mason’s gift to the state 
carried three main stipulations: the land 
remains a game preserve, it can not be sold, 
and the state had to accept the gift within 
two years. 

Marion Wright, of Grayling, said he 
doesn’t object to the timber plans, but asked 
if timber cutting should be the DNR’s first 
priority in managing the Mason Tract." 
Wright also read a letter from George Grif- 
fin questioning DNR priorities. 


Griffin’s letter stated the donor em- 
phasized the land should be left in a wilder- 
ness state and there should be only one lun- 
ch-stop landing for canoes. Yet canoeists 
now camp up and down the river and 
several roads are open into the Mason 
Tract. Griffin said if the major issues con- 
cerning the area had been prioritized 27 
years ago when the DNR took over 
management or even in 1979 when the long- 
range management plan was issued, the 
problems would be solved by now. 

Griffin cited the long-range plan’s 
definition of the key value of the area as 
river recreation with emphasis on blue-rib- 
bon trout fishing. Secondary uses include 
canoeing , hiking, hunting, and cross- 
country skiing. From a budget of more than 
$1 million in the long-range plan, Griffin 
said it appears as if picnicking and canoeing 
will receive $125,000 for improvements 
while the stream will receive some of $20,000 
for improvements. 

“IT do not oppose timber management 
but first things first,” Griffin's letter said. 


MacGregor said despite the budget 
problems, a lot has been accomplished at 
the Mason Tract. He said there are less 
roads open now than in 1969 and the Mason 
Tract has grown from the original 1500 
acres to more than 3200 today with another 
land exchange proposal of 500 acres in the 
works, 

John Foley, who lives next to the Mason 
Tract, said he agreed that wildlife is having 
problems in the aging forest there and 
overmature trees should be taken out before 
the wind blows them over. He asked for five 
stipulations to the cutting plan — a 200-foot 
buffer on clearcutting next to residential 
properties, a 200-foot buffer along Willow 
Road on the south end of the tract, in- 
dividual large pine and other trees left uncut 
when stands of aspen and jack pine are to 
be harvested, logging trails blocked after- 
wards, and cutting banned during hunting 
season. 

The DNR staff at the meeting agreed to, 
the stipulations and said they would be 


‘choosing cutting contractors rather than 


auctioning off contracts in order to have 
more control over who does the cutting in 
the Mason Tract.

The audit, compiled and released 
recently by the State Police, covered 
the March 30-December 31 period. 

The total number of fatal acci- 
dents in the period, 949, involved 
the deaths of 1,041 people, and more 
than half those killed died in alcohol- 
related accidents. 

On a country basis, the number of 
alcohol-related deaths were 16 for 
10,000 people. 

According to the audit, out of 
72,155 personal injury accidents in 
the state, with 107,930 persons in- 
jured during that time, 13,875 ac- 
cidents involved the use of alcohol, 
with 21,900 people injured. For the 
83 counties, the total alcohol-related 
accidents averaged 15 for every 
10,000 people. 

The audit also showed that 6,407 
persons had their driver’s license 
suspended for refusing to take 
alcohol blocd level tests, 51,165 per- 
sons were arrested under the law 
and 6,914 persons were convicted of 
operating while under the influence 
of liquor and 10,533 were convicted 
of driving while impaired. 

Of those convicted of operating 
under the influence, 1,921 were sen- 


tenced to jail, 3704 had their licen- - 


ses revoked or suspended, while 
3,280 were given restricted licenses. 

Of those convicted of driving 
while impaired, 3,467 had suspended 
or revoked licenses and 7,070 had 
restricted licenses. 

In a related matter, a state house 
committee considered a measure 
that would outlaw sobriety traffic 
checklanes and agreed to hold off 
consideration of HB 5353 until 
autumn, under an agreement that 
the proposed checklane program will 
be presented to the panel for review 
and that checklanes will not be 


established by the state police 
before then. 

Judiciary Committee Chairman 
Perry Bullard (D-Ann Arbor) said 
the commitee will not act on the bill 
until after having a chance to review 
a proposed checklanes program. 

Several committee members, 
while hesitant about checklanes, 
said they might support a test pro- 
gram with checklanes. 

Use of checklanes, which are 
designed to cut down on the inci- 
dence of drunk driving by stopping 
cars and observing the driver for 
signs of intoxication, was recom- 
mended by the state’s Task Force on 
Drunk Driving. 

State Police Director Gerald 
Hough has said the state police has 
the authority to implement check- 
lanes, but would not until conferring 
with Governor James Blanchard. 

Ministers Blast G.A. Proposal 

Calling it ‘“‘undeniably cruel, un- 
consionable, dirty politics,” a group 
of ministers are protesting the 
Senate’s action to cut off general 
assistance benefits to. employable 
recipients for six months in 1985. 

The group also said they would 
conduct a weeklong prayer vigil at 
the Capitol in hopes of changing the 
proposal before it goes to the gover- 
nor. 

The Rev. Edsel Ammons, bishop 
of the Michigan Area United Metho- 
dist Church, said the Legislature’s 
“present mood is unmindful or indif- 
ferent of the needs of the poor,’ who 
already subsist on the “‘meagerest’’ 
of benefits. 

Instead of cutting G.A. recipients, 
the Legislature should be granting 
increases in benefits and developing 
more “humane and creative’ pro- 
grams to find employable welfare 
recipients jobs, he said. 

The proposal would affect some 
118,000 G_A. reepients between the 
ages of 16 and 54 who would be cut 
off benefits from April to October, 

1985.

The EAP was enacted 
because the Commission, together with representatives 
of various Michigan utilities and other interested state 
agencies and parties, worked for over a year toward 
establishing a program designed to meet the heating 
needs of low-income customers while at the same time 
attempting to moderate utility company bad debt through 
various means. 

_ Among other legislative actions in the EAP are pro- 
visions for assistance with heating bills for low-income 
customers, a targeted weatherization program, home 
heating tax credits and revised energy theft legislation. 

In Section 16 of 1984 PA 34 the Legislature has 
directed the Commission to develop heating assistance 
programs for temporarily and long-term unemployed 
workers in the state. Such programs shalt include all of 
the following: 

a. An outreach program designed to advise newly 
unemployed workers of assistance available through 
provider utilities. The outreach program shall 
provide information material to newly unemployed 
workers through the Michigan Employment 
Securities Commission. 

b. Cyclical budget payment plan options for unem- 
ployed workers. 

¢. Specialized home energy analysis programs 

designed to advise newly unemployed workers of 

low-cost and no-cost weatherization and energy 
conservation measures. 
. Deferred payment options for long-term unemployed

workers who are not recipients of general assis- 


tance or aid to families with dependent children, 
which shall not include an option in which the 
deferred amount becomes an obligation of the state 

if the individual becomes an assisted household. 

The programs to be developed by the Commission 
under Section 16 of 1984 PA 34 shall be impleinented 
prior to the next heating season by Michigan Consolidated 
Gas Camnany and twa ather maior utilities and will 
remain in effect until September 30, 1988, Other regulated 
utilities will be required to implement similar programs 
at a later date. The recently enacted statute and the

This summer, Hanson Park and the Crawford AuSable 
School District are teaming up to provide one of the most 
comprehensive summer recreation and education programs 
ever offered in Crawford County.

Classes will be held at the Grayling High School, the Grayling 
Middie School and Hanson Park.

For more infor- 
mation call your Community School Office at 348-7641 or your 
Community Recreation Area at 348-9266. 

This year’s summer program has been divided inte three 
sections; academic, enrichment and recreation. The 
academic program includes a high schoo) credit class in 
which high school juniors and seniors or any area adult who 
does not have his high school diploma may earn up to one full 
credit toward graduation. Classes offered in this program 
are History, English, Government and Consumer Education. 

For the younger students, up through grade 8, there will 
be summer academic classes in both reading and mathe- 
matics. These classes will be taught on an independent basis 
and students will progress at their own rate. 

This year for the first time, classes in Computer Educa- 
tion are being offered in the academic portion of the summer 
program. Beginning, Intermediate and Advanced Computer 
Science will be offered. All computer classes will meet in the 
new Middle School computer lab equipped with the Apple IT 
computer. Each student will have his own computer to work 
with. 

The enrichment portion of the program will include 
classes in Kid’s Theatre, Nature Study, Art, Crafts and a new 
class, Model Airplanes and Rockets. In this class students 
will construct their own flying models of rockets and air- 
planes and learn to fly them. 

The recreation portion of the program consists of classes 
in softball, fly tying and fly fishing, gymnastics, soccer and 
volleyball.
